Biography  Of  Bill  Weber 


Bill  was  born  16  May  1919  in  San  Jose,  California,  to  Ray 
and  Cosby  Weber.  A  short  time  thereafter  this  hopeful 
trio  moved  onto  a  farm  seven  miles  south  of  Salinas  suit¬ 
able  for  "dry  farming"  and  dairy  cows.  In  the  early 
1920's,  crop  bounty  was  adequate  but  market  prices  were 
insufficient  to  meet  family  and  farm  expenses.  (Note:  A 
decade  later  irrigation  through  electrification  transformed 
the  Salinas  Valley  into  "America's  Lettuce  Bowl."  The 
region  is  known  today  as  "John  Steinbeck  Country,"  so- 
named  lor  the  lamous  author  born  and  raised  in  Salinas.) 
The  family  moved  to  Monterey  and  learned  firsthand  the 
"airs"  that  emanated  Irom  "Cannery  Row's"  booming  sar¬ 
dine  canning  industry.  Bill's  schoolmates  were  kids  who 
lived  in  "Tortilla  Flat."  The  family  survived  the  depressing 
1930's  but  things  became  "drafty"  for  Bill  and  thousands 
of  other  single  males  in  1940.  Since  he  had  no  desire  to 
become  an  Army  "dogface"  sharing  foxholes  and  K- 
rations,  Bill  joined  the  Navy  in  April  1941  and  became  an 
Apprentice  Seaman  with  bunk,  board,  and  a  princely  sum 
of  $21.00  a  month.  He  began  flight  training  in  July 
1943,  graduated  in  1945,  and  following  additional  train¬ 
ing  became  a  flight  instructor.  He  hung  up  his  flight  gear 
and  reentered  civilian  life  in  June  1947  with  his  wife  Mar¬ 
ian  and  daughter  Susan.  After  31  years  in  telephony  and 
four  beautiful  children,  Bill  retired.  Today  it's  the  good 
life  as  a  "classic  gasser"  in  Sonoma  County,  home  of  Cali¬ 
fornia's  prime  wines,  with  his  lovely,  patient  wife,  Elaine. 

During  the  1950's,  three  San  Francisco  bay  area  coin  deal¬ 
ers  were  Bill's  numismatic  gurus.  They  were  Earl  A.  Park¬ 
er,  Frank  X.  Galvin,  and  Edward  Gans.  Each  man's  ethi¬ 
cal  standards  and  concept  of  coin  collecting  inspired  Bill 
to  know  more  than  quantity  minted  and  Red  Book  prices. 
The  comradery,  fun,  and  satisfaction  coin  collecting  pro¬ 
vided  was  limited  only  by  how  much  Bill  chose  to  learn. 


Edward  Gans  was  a  highly  regarded  authority  in  Ancient 
coinage,  and  Bill  was  enamored  with  the  beauty  of  early 
(550-250  BCE)  Greek  silver  coins.  Bill  asked  Mr.  Gans 
for  help  selecting  attractive,  relevant  examples  for  a  collec¬ 
tion-.  Mr.  Gans  refused,  and  added  "I  could  of  course,  but 
this  will  be  your  collection.  Let  it  represent  you-your 
interests,  taste,  and  priorities-not  mine.”  Bill  did  just  that, 
and  has  been  ever-grateful  for  this  numismatic  scholar's 
advice. 

His  nearly  five  decades  of  early  copper  fascination  began 
with  William  Sheldon's  Early  American  Cents.  This 
book's  siren  song  describing  the  charm  of  early  U.S.  cop¬ 
per  created  a  virulent  form  of  "early  copper  virus."  At 
that  time,  Large  Cents  were  the  glamour  girls  of  early  cop¬ 
per  while  Half  Cents  and  Colonials  were  the  "other"  mod¬ 
estly  priced  early  coppers.  Bill's  budget  at  that  time  could 
afford  a  few  of  the  "neglected"  coppers,  and  thus  began  a 
fortuitous  adventure. 

Numismatists,  dealers,  hustlers,  and  fellow  collectors  all 
contributed  to  the  assembling  of  the  Half  Cents  and 
Colonials  being  offered  in  Bill's  sale.  Roger  S.  Cohen,  Jr., 
leads  that  parade.  Roger's  quest  for  factual  half  cent  data 
was  matched  by  his  hard-nosed  disdain  for  authors  of 
quasi-factual  half  cent  data-a  feeling  that  remains  alive 
with  other  collectors.  Rick  Leonard  and  Hugh  Campbell 
were  other  very  special  fellow  half  cent  collectors  and  close 
friends  who,  like  Roger,  sadly  departed  our  fold  far  too 
soon.  And  there  are  many  others  who  contributed  to 
Bill's  enjoyment  ol  the  hobby,  and  all  have  been  and  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  very  special  to  him. 

It's  been  somewhat  like  Dorothy's  time  in  Oz-a  lovely  ass- 
kicking  adventure  that  Bill  continues  to  savor.  He  hopes 
to  continue  encouraging  and  helping  others  pursue  their 
heart's  desire  and  then  applaud  their  achievements.  God 
speed  and  best  wishes  to  all  from  the  "classic  gasser."

The  reverse  is  full  of  historic  dates  and  sym¬ 
bolism.  America  is  represented  by  the  figure  of  an  infant  Hercules 
as  he  strangles  two  serpents,  in  recognition  of  the  battles  of  Sarato¬ 
ga  and  Yorktown.  The  infant  is  being  protected  by  France,  repre¬ 
sented  by  Minerva  fighting  off  an  attack  from  the  British  lion. 
Below  are  the  dates  for  these  two  major  turning-point  battles  of  the 
Revolutionary  War.  They  commemmorate  General  Arnold’s  and 
General  Washingtons  victories  over  Burgoyne  and  Cornwallis, 
those  dates  being  17  Oct  1777  and  19  Oct  1781. 

This  medal  is  considered  to  be  the  most  beautiful  of  the  various 
peace  medals.  It  was  commissioned  by  Benjamin  Franklin  and 
struck  at  the  Paris  Mint.  A  few,  possibly  30,  were  struck  in  silver 
for  special  presentation  purposes.  The  bulk  were  struck  in  copper 
or  bronze.  These  medals  are  prized  by  collectors  today  and  the  sil¬ 
ver  ones  are  the  rarest  and  most  beautiful  of  the  group.  Worth  a 
strong  bid.

The  reverse  die  does  not  match  any  of  the 
similar  large  fraction  reverse  dies  used  to  strike  cents  from  1 803  to 
1807,  so  it  must  have  been  a  spare,  unused  die  made  obsolete  by 
the  change  in  styles  at  the  end  of  1807.  Both  dies  probably  were 
obtained  as  scrap  from  the  mint  sometime  after  1816.

Home  to  mans'  now-forgotten  scofflaws,  the  Alton  prison  opened  in  1833  as 
the  first  Illinois  State  Penitentiary  and  was  closed  in  1860,  when  the  last  pris¬ 
oners  were  moved  to  a  new  facility  at  Joliet.  By  late  in  1861  an  urgent  need 
arose  to  relieve  the  overcrowding  at  a  couple  of  the  St.  Louis  prisons.  On 
December  31,  1861,  Major  General  Henry  Halleck,  Commander  of  the 
Department  of  the  Missouri,  ordered  Lieutenant-Colonel  James  B.  McPher¬ 
son  (whose  portrait  would  later  appear  on  a  Federal  paper  money  issue)  to 
.Alton  tor  an  inspection  of  the  closed  facility.  Colonel  McPherson  reported 
that  the  prison  could  be  made  into  a  military  prison  and  house  up  to  1,730 
prisoners  with  improvements  estimated  to  cost  $2,415.

It  was  all  but  foreordained  that  as  the  United  States  settlers  moved  west  there 
would  have  to  be  some  township  established  at  the  Falls  of  the  Ohio,  where 
the  rapids  forced  all  but  the  most  daredevil  pilots  to  dock  their  boats  and 
portage  around. 

But  this  particular  city  began  its  recorded  history  as  a  military  tactic  of  sorts. 
George  Rogers  Clark  brought  down  a  group  of  settlers  in  the  spring  of  1778 
as  camouflage  for  his  real  goal:  He  planned  to  attack  the  British  garrisons  at 
the  former  French  towns  of  Kaskaskia,  Cahokia  and  Vincennes  in  what  was 
then  called  the  Illinois  Territory.

1856  Flying  Eagle.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Mint  brilliance  is 
much  brighter  on  this  coin  than  on  most  surviving  examples  of  this 
classic  Flying  Eagle  cent  rarity,  and  the  fields  emit  a  stunning  rose- 
lavender  iridescent  glow.  Close  inspection  reveals  only  the  most 
trivial  of  very  light,  well  concealed  hairlines,  placing  this  treasure  at 
the  very  highest  level  of  the  assigned  numeric  classification.  As 
such,  it  is  an  extremely  important  offering. 


The  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  is,  of  course,  one  of  the  legendary 
American  numismatic  treasures  of  the  middle  nineteenth  century. 
It  was  first  struck  as  a  Pattern  in  both  business  strike  and  Proof  for¬ 
mats.  Some  actually  entered  circulation.  Their  acceptance  was 
immediate  and  the  Mint  was  soon  inundated  with  requests  for 
examples  of  the  novel  new  cent  design.  The  first  batch  numbered 
around  650  pieces  and  were  generally  distributed  to  dignitaries, 
government  officials,  and  insiders,  followed  by  restrikes  numbering 
perhaps  1,500,  which  were  struck  through  1859  and  made  avail¬ 
able  to  numismatists  and  the  general  public.  They  became  prized 
souvenirs  as  the  first  small  cent,  an  appeal  which  continues  to  this 

day  to  bridge  generations  of  coin  collectors .

Prooflike,  with  bright  reflective  fields  exhibiting  a  sparkle  of  multi¬ 
colored  iridescence  over  golden  mint  brilliance.  A  few  light  hair¬ 
lines  are  incidental  and  unobtrusive.

Exactly  when  they  were  struck  dur¬ 
ing  the  three  year  span  in  which  the  1856  Flying  Eagles  cents  were 
made  is  subject  to  debate,  but  researchers  generally  believe  that 
most  were  coined  in  early  1857  using  the  first  obverse  die  and  sec¬ 
ond  reverse,  and  qualify  for  status  as  original  strikes.

PHENOMENAL  1858  FLYING  EAGLE  CENT  — THE  HIGHEST  CERTIFIED  PROOF 


3003  1858  Large  Letters.  NGC  graded  Proof  67.  Cameo.  Superb!  Population:  1,  With  None  Higher.  The  ultimate  in  a  Flying  Eagle  Proof,  the  quintessential  qual¬ 

ity  for  one  of  these  James  B.  Longacre  inspired  masterpieces.  What  NGC  has  found  in  its  grading  critique  is  exactly  what  you  will  discover  should  you  be  fortu¬ 
nate  to  examine  this  coin  prior  to  its  sale:  needle-sharp  detail  in  the  eagle  and  all  obverse  legends.  There  is  a  sharp  eye,  full  claws,  and  even  the  small  nasal  open¬ 
ing  at  the  top  part  of  the  eagle’s  beak  is  well  defined.  The  tail  feathers  are  bold  as  well  —  and  these  can  be  weak  even  on  the  generally  better-made  proofs  due  to 
the  design  layout.  For  the  reverse,  which,  on  business  strikes  in  particular  show  weakness  on  the  upper  part  of  the  wreath,  there  is  an  incontestably  bold  wreath. 
The  wreath  consists  of  several  families  of  grains  and  was  similar  to  Longacre’s  a  “wreath  of  cereals”  seen  on  Half  Dimes  and  Dimes  of  the  1860s  (although  it  may 
be  stretching  things  to  include  tobacco  leaves  under  the  cereals  label).  Corn,  wheat,  cotton  and  tobacco  comprise  the  left  and  right  branches  of  the  flying  eagle’s 
wreath  device,  which  is  neatly  tied  together  with  a  ribbon  and  bow.  The  crispness  of  this  Proof  67’s  wreath  is  phenomenal  to  see.  Nothing  else  compares.  Noth¬ 
ing  that  we  have  seen  in  either  a  business  strike  or  a  rare  Proof  has  anything  like  this  wreath’s  immaculate  detail  and  depth  of  strike.  Indeed,  the  entire  coin  gives 
testament  to  the  coiner’s  art  as  well  as  to  the  designer’s  vision.  (Encapsulated  in  NGC  holder  1633643-001) 


Large  letters  in  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  are  slightly  wider  and  taller  than  the  small  letters  variety  in  1858.  The  quickest  check-point  is  the  AM,  which 
join  at  the  base  on  the  large  letters. 


In  1858,  Mint  Director  J.  R.  Snowden  began  wholesale  advertising  of  proof  sets  to  the  general  public.  This  went  side  by  side  with  the  first  boom  in  coin  col¬ 
lecting,  soon  to  rival  the  tulip  craze  of  1635-37  in  the  Netherlands,  according  to  the  Walter  Breen  encyclopedia,  with  “the  stimuli  being  several  popular  best  sell¬ 
ers  devoted  to  the  subject.  Mint  policy  appears  to  have  been  to  make  silver  dollars  in  somewhat  greater  quantity  (1858-60  only)  than  the  other  denominations; 
in  earlier  years  the  extras  were  mostly  cents  and  half  cents,  and  beginning  in  1861  it  would  appear  that  the  silver  coins  were  made  in  equal  numbers,  i.e.  only  in 
sets,  minor  coins  probably  in  the  same  sets  only,  minor  sets  from  1865  on  in  perhaps  slightly  larger  numbers.” 


Why  so  few  survive  today  is  as  yet  unsolved.  Copper-nickel  cents  were  melted  up  in  quantity  after  the  Civil  War,  the  bullion  being  converted  into  3<t  and  5<t 
pieces;  but  those  that  were  melted  were  primarily  worn  ones  from  circulation.  As  quite  a  few  of  the  surviving  proof  cents  show  signs  of  improper  cleaning,  quite 
possibly  they  had  developed  unsightly  sulfide  tarnish  while  remaining  in  the  paper  wrappers  in  which  the  mint  supplied  proof  sets.  Others  may  well  have  been 
spent  in  later  years  —  possibly  even  during  the  Civil  War  in  which  almost  any  form  of  hard  money  was  prized  far  in  excess  of  paper  money.  Relatively  brief  cir¬ 
culation  of  a  proof  would  make  it  indistinguishable  from  the  business  strikes. 


Bidders  will  certainly  want  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  bid  on,  and  perhaps  acquire,  this  Finest  Known  1858  Large  Letters  Cent.  It  would  become 
the  centerpiece  in  any  museum-class  or  “Registry”  set  of  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cents  with  almost  no  possibility  of  its  ever  being  surpassed  by  a  coin  with  a 
higher  numerical  grade .

Originally,  Brenner’s  design  included  his  full  name  inscribed 
at  the  lower  reverse  rim,  but  Mint  Director  Frank  Leach  objected 
to  such  blatant  self  promotion  by  the  engraver,  and  reportedly  with 
White  Housie  intervention  a  compromised  design  using  just  Bren¬ 
ner’s  initials  was  approved.  Even  at  that,  many  people  were  critical 
of  the  initials  on  the  coin,  and  shortly  into  production,  they  too 
were  dropped.  Availability  of  Matte  Proofs  with  V.D.B.  were  limit¬ 
ed  to  the  time  in  which  business  strikes  were  being  coined.  After 
the  revision,  no  specimens  bearing  the  initials  were  obtainable. 

•  Matte  Proofs  cents  are  truly  rare.  Collectors  at  the  time  favored  the 
flashier  brilliant  Proof  format  as  used  on  the  Indian  Head  cents, 
resulting  in  many  Matte  Proofs  of  all  issues  being  spent  and  mis¬ 
handled)  About  the  only  way  that  Proof  Lincoln  cents  survived  is 
when  they  were  kept  intact  with  nickel  and  silver  denominations  in 
original  sets.  By  themselves,  collectors  had  little  or  no  interest  in 
them  until  after  World  War  II,  and  in  fact,  few  people  knew  how 
to  distinguish  a  Matte  Proof  from  a  business  strike.  It  has  only  been 
in  the  last  50  years,  or  so,  that  their  importance  has  been  grasped 
by  the  collecting  public  and  it  was  recognized  that  all  too  many  had 
been  spent. 

The  importance  of  this  offering  is  two-fold.  As  a  Proof  twentieth 
century  type  coin,  it  is  the  rarest  of  the  regular  issue  non-gold 
denominations.

20,000.  An  alert  press  operator  noticed  the  doubling  and  notified 
management  of  the  mistake.  However,  because  they  were  mixed 
with  many  thousands  of  other  normal  cents  as  they  were  being 
struck,  they  could  not  be  gathered  for  melting.  Rather  than  melt 
down  an  entire  night’s  Lincoln  cent  production,  the  decision  was 
made  to  send  them  out.  Most  went  to  the  Boston  area,  where  they 
circulated  freely,  and  it  was  some  time  before  sharp-eyed  collectors 
noticed  their  existence.  When  they  were  discovered,  few  had 
escaped  circulation,  accounting  for  their  rarity  today  in  Mint  State. 
This  fabulous  examples  is  one  of  a  mere  20,  or  thereabouts,  pieces 
graded  at  the  “65  Red”  level  by  PCGS,  and  none  grade  higher.

The  fields  are  decidedly  mirrored  from  the  polished  dies, 
while  the  shield,  wreath,  and  all  lettering  and  date  digits  are  razor- 
sharp  and  “squared  off”  —  evidence  of  the  coin  having  been  given 
twice  the  number  of  blows  from  the  dies  as  would  be  the  case  on  a 
coin  meant  to  circulate!  The  Small  Motto  variety  is  by  far  the 
scarcer  of  the  two.  Why  the  mint  increased  the  size  of  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST  later  in  1864  and  continued  with  this  larger  format 
into  1 865  and  beyond,  has  never  been  explained  fully. 


1 864  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  years  of  all  to  collect  in  Proof;  it  is 
also  difficult  to  obtain  information  since  what  exists  is  fragmentary. 
The  Proofs  this  year  are  all  but  unobtainable.  The  Indian  Cents, 
along  with  this  Small  Motto  Two-cent  coin,  are  very  rare  and  very 
popular  as  Type  coins.  Mintage  for  the  Two-cent  is  unknown, 
though  thought  to  have  formed  an  extremely  small  percentage  of 
the  100  proofs  issued  in  July  1864.  Breen,  in  his  encyclopedia  of 
Proof  coins,  posits  that  these  may  have  minted  as  early  as  April 
1864,  outside  the  normal  issue  of  proof  sets.  Only  the  one  obverse 
is  used  for  both  proofs  and  nonproofs,  having  very  little  distinction 
between  vertical  and  horizontal  and  curved  parts  of  the  letters  in 
thickness.  This  working  die  was  originally  used  on  patterns,  bear¬ 
ing  the  1 863  reverse  with  CENTS  markedly  curved.  The  date  on 
the  Small  Motto  is  low  and  distant  from  the  ball  of  the  shield;  the 
reverse  is  of  the  regular  type  with  ER  showing  recutting  on  proofs 
—  this  die  was  not  used  on  business  strike  pieces.  Perhaps  1 5  or  20 
are  now  known,  some  of  which  show  signs  of  drastic  cleaning,  oth¬ 
ers  locked  permanently  in  museum  collections.  A  remarkable 

opportunity  for  the  numismatist! .

In  1806,  and  again  in  1836,  proposals  were  made  in  Congress  to  authorizj 
coinage  of  2c  pieces.  In  the  1836  proposition  Christian  Gobrecht  anl 
Franklin  Peale  experimented  with  sample  coins  (10%  silver,  90%  copper,  a 
60  grains  =  3.888  grams  each)  to  investigate  physical  properties,  resistance  t 
wear,  and  ease  of  imitation  by  counterfeiters.  However,  legislators  droppeo 
this  denomination  from  the  then  pending  Mint  Bill,  not  to  revive  it  in  am 
form  for  another  generation. 

But  the  third  time,  the  proposal  originated  not  in  Congress  but  in  the  Min 
itself.  On  Dec.  8,  1863,  Director  James  Pollock  wrote  to  Salmon  P.  Chas, 
(Lincoln’s  Secretary  of  Treasury),  recommending  a  2c  piece  in  French  bronz, 
(the  alloy  earlier  chosen  for  the  new  cents).  Pollock  submitted  for  Chase’' 
approval  samples  of  two  designs,  one  with  a  Washington  head,  the  other  witl 
shield  and  arrows  in  saltire  (similar  to  that  adopted),  preferring  the  latter — 
probably  because  it  was  in  lower  relief.  Secretary  Chase  concurred,  but  stipj 
ulated  that  the  motto  GOD  OUR  TRUST  be  changed  to  IN  GOD  Wll 
TRUST.  This  wording  was  evidently  influenced  by  the  motto  of  Chase’s  aim; 
mater,  Brown  University,  IN  DEO  SPERAMUS,  ‘In  God  we  hope.’  Pollock’* 
proposal  was  written  into  the  pending  Mint  Bill,  which  became  law  April  22

This 
bill  became  law  April  22,  1864,  over  powerful  opposition  from  Wharton’s 
friends  in  Congress — minus  the  reference  to  3c  pieces.  (The  latter  would 
have  been  the  same  size  as  the  old  large  cents,  but  weighing  144  grains  =  9.33 
grams  each;  surviving  patterns  show  them  with  the  1844-57  cent  head.  Most 
likely,  had  they  been  authorized,  obsolete  large  cents  would  have  been  spent 
as  3c  coins,  especially  victimizing  the  blind  and  the  illiterate.)  Yet  Pollock 
appears  to  have  agreed  with  other  Treasury  people  that  the  3c  coin  was  a 
worthwhile  denomination.”  .

A  coin  that  was  made  at  a  time  when  the  mint  was  desperate  to  supply  the 
huge  demand  for  small  coinage  following  the  close  of  the  Civil  War.  The  use 
of  nickel  instead  of  unavailable  silver  (which  was  hoarded  at  the  time)  was  the 
decision  made  at  the  top  levels  of  the  Mint  establishment.  James  Barton  Lon- 
gacre  quickly  cobbled  together  dies  for  the  new  five-cent  coin  and  had  pat¬ 
terns  struck  for  distribution  among  the  members  of  the  Coinage  committee 
for  their  approval.  Upon  striking  only  a  few  coins  the  dies  were  found  to 
crack.  Longacre  determined  that  the  rays  were  a  leading  factor  in  this,  and  so 
eliminated  them  after  only  a  small  quantity  were  struck  in  1866-67.  The 
Proofs  of  this  type  are  well  known  for  their  rarity;  Gem  Mint  State  65,  as 
offered  here,  are  also  highly  prized .

The  alloy  of  75  per  cent  copper  and  25  per  cent  nickel  on  these  was  unfa¬ 
miliar  in  Europe  and  new  in  America  when  five-cent  pieces  bearing  the 
Shield  design  were  introduced.  “Nickel  has  in  high  degree  the  power  to  dom¬ 
inate  the  color  of  its  alloys,  and  the  new  material  was  almost  as  light  as  silver, 
whereas  the  1857  copper-nickel  cent  was  yellow,”  explains  Neil  Carothers  in 
his  seminal  1930  presentation  on  Americas  Fractional  Money.  “Apparently 
the  composition  was  the  first  white  alloy  used  for  minor  coins  in  modern  his¬ 
tory.  It  has  great  wearing  qualities  and  does  not  tarnish  easily.  The  mint  offi¬ 
cials  finally  acquired  a  technique  that  conquered  the  stubborn  qualities  of  the 
metal,  and  the  new  alloy,  later  adopted  for  our  5  cent  piece,  became  a  per¬ 
manent  part  of  our  coinage  system.” .

The  1857  law  providing  for  the  exchange  of  copper-nickel  cents  for  the  old 
copper  pieces  was  not  a  redemption  measure  but  a  withdrawal  act,  according 
to  historian  Neil  Carothers.  It  was  aimed  at  the  elimination  of  a  discontin¬ 
ued  currency. 


Certain  features  of  the  law  of  1 866,  which  ushered  in  the  Shield  Nickel,  are 
worth  noting.  Redemption  of  Fractional  Currency  notes  was  provided  for 
only  in  the  case  of  the  new  five-cent  piece.  Carothers  reports  that,  “The  vast 
volume  of  copper  half-cents,  copper  cents,  bronze  1  and  2  cent  pieces,  and 
copper-nickel  3  cent  pieces  had  no  such  privilege.  The  abnormal  demand  lor 
these  coins  had  been  due  in  considerable  measure  to  the  unpopularity  ol  the 
3  and  5  cent  paper  notes.  The  issue  of  a  5  cent  metal  piece  would  reduce  the 
demand  for  the  smaller  coins  and  make  millions  of  them  redundant.  .  .  .

The  switch  from  the  Closed  3  to  Open  3  dates  in  all  denominations  was  due 
to  the  following  criticism  by  A.  Louden  Snowden,  Chief  Coiner,  addressed 
to  James  Pollock,  Director  of  the  Mint,  dated  January  18,  1873: 

“1  desire  in  a  formal  manner  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  ‘figures’  used  in 
dating  the  dies  for  the  present  year.  They  are  so  heavy,  and  the  space  between 
each  so  small  that  upon  the  smaller  gold  and  silver,  and  upon  the  base  coins 
it  is  almost  impossible  to  distinguish  with  the  naked  eye,  whether  the  last  fig¬ 
ure  is  an  eight  or  a  three.  In  our  ordinary  coinage  many  of  the  pieces  are  not 
fully  brought  up,  and  upon  such  it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  what  is  the 
last  figure  of  this  year’s  date.  I  do  not  think  it  is  creditable  to  the  institution 
that  the  coinage  of  the  year  should  be  issued  bearing  this  defect  in  the  date. 
I  would  recommend  that  an  entire  new  set  of  figures  avoiding  the  defects  of 

those  now  in  use,  be  prepared  at  the  earliest  possible  day.” .

3607  1874  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Declining  mintage  in  the  1870s  gives 

this  1874  a  well-deserved  reputation  as  a  scarce  year  in  Gem  65  grade.  While 
generally  bold,  the  top  leaves  on  the  left  are  rounded,  but  this  is  more  than 
compensated  for  in  a  highly  detailed  shield  and  razor-sharp  stars  on  the 
reverse .

The  period  was 
marked  by  a  large  expansion  of  machine  production  and  a  rapid  urbanization 
of  the  population.  A  great  variety  of  small  articles  appeared  in  the  markets, 
among  them  small  match-boxes,  postcards,  one  and  two  cent  newspapers, 
toys,  and  small  confections.  The  adoption  of  a  2  cent  postal  rate  likewise 
increased  the  need  for  cent  pieces.  Somewhat  later  a  similar  increase  in  the 
demand  for  5  cent  pieces  was  reported  by  the  mints.  The  excessive  issues  of 
bronze  and  nickel  coins  after  the  war  had  made  the  3  cent  and  5  cent  coins 
greatly  redundant,  but  the  redemption  measure  and  the  growth  of  business 

■  turned  the  tide  toward  a  renewal  of  coinage  in  the  case  of  the  5  cent  piece. 
Progress  in  metallurgy  and  mint  processes  eliminated  the  difficulties  in  coin¬ 
ing  nickel,  and  the  attractive  color  and  fine  wearing  qualities  of  the  alloy 
made  it  a  popular  coinage  material.  After  1885  the  mints  had  difficulty  in 
keeping  up  with  the  demand.  The  street  railway,  the  cheap  cigar,  the  “notions 
counter,”  and  the  slot  machine  called  for  millions  of  the  coins.

Die  clashing  is  a  com¬ 
mon  accident  in  any  mint:  A  tiny  metal  fragment  or  the  like  comes 
into  the  hopper  among  blank  planchets,  thence  to  the  feeder — 
where  it  jams  the  mechanism  and  delays  or  prevents  a  planchet 
from  reaching  the  dies.  At  which  point,  the  dies,  having  no  blanks 
to  stamp,  strike  each  other  instead,  often  repeatedly,  each  leaving 
traces  of  their  designs  on  the  other.  Routine  procedure  then  is  to 
stop  the  press,  condemn  and  discard  the  dies  which  have  become 
defaced  by  clashing,  clear  out  the  feeder,  replace  the  dies  with  new 
ones,  and  resume  normal  operations.  At  the  time  of  the  1 937  acci¬ 
dent,  the  pressman  (a  Mr.  Young),  then  a  newcomer,  was  under 
pressure  to  complete  a  quota,  so  instead  of  replacing  a  pair  of 
clashed  dies  he  took  an  emery  stick  and  ground  off  the  clash  marks, 
in  the  process  removing  the  bison’s  foreleg  and  weakening  many 
other  details.  These  coins  escaped  into  sealed  sacks  among  normal 
ones,  in  quantity,  before  inspectors  condemned  the  dies  and  many 
impressions.  From  mint  sacks  the  Three  Legs  coins  reached  the 
Federal  Reserve  branch  banks  and  the  general  public.  Strictly  mint- 
state  coins  (full  mint  luster  on  the  weak  areas)  are  very  rare,  though 

specimens  in  VT  to  AU  are  always  available  for  a  price .

Set  buyers,  the  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  design  was  struck  only  in  1796  and  1797.  Robert  Scot  designed  the  coin,  and  he  was  also  responsible  for  the  1794-5 
Flowing  Hair  style.  A  scarce,  sharply  made  example,  naturally  toned  to  medium  gray  with  deeper  antique  silver  patina  around  stars  and  legends.  The  usual  old 
field  and  surface  scratches,  a  few  on  either  side,  which  scarcely  affect  the  importance  of  this  coin. 

1796  was  an  important  turning  point  in  the  youthful  America.  George  Washington,  having  decided  not  to  run  for  a  third  term  in  office,  stepped  aside  for  the 
presidential  election  cycle  of  1796.  There  were  four  contenders  for  office,  with  John  Adams,  Thomas  Jefferson,  and  Thomas  Pinckney  running  close  together  and 
Alexander  Hamilton  trailing.  A  bit  of  the  usual  political  smoke-filled-room  deal  making  kept  the  outcome  in  doubt  until  well  into  January  1797,  when  Adams 
was  declared  the  winner  and  Jefferson,  after  gentle  prodding  from  his  good  friend  James  Madison  (among  others),  took  over  the  less  enviable  post  as  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent.  (In  those  days,  the  runner-up  became  Vice  President,  even  if  this  meant  a  split  ticket,  as  happened  in  1796  when  men  from  opposing  political  parties  won 
the  election  to  the  two  highest  offices.)

1802  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  One  of  the  Two  Finest  Known  of  this  Extremely  Rare  Coin.  In  all  of  United  States  numismatics  there  are  only  a 
few  regular  issue  coins  that  can  compare  in  absolute  rarity  to  the  1802  half  dime.  And  a  high-grade  specimen  of  an  1802  half  dime  is  the  measure  of  a  great  col¬ 
lection.  The  collection  this  piece  came  from,  that  of  William  Cutler  Atwater,  contained  two  1802s.  To  underscore  the  great  rarity  of  this  date,  when  this  coin  is 
many  times  rarer  than  the  1795  silver  dollar  (five  in  one  sale  a  few  years  ago),  and  the  1796-97  half  dollars. 


When  the  first  specimen  was  sold  in  1 863,  only  three  pieces  were  known.  Twenty  years  later,  when  Harold  Newlin  published  his  monograph  on  the  half  dime 
series  (1883),  he  knew  of  only  16  specimens.  That  “16  known”  figure  stood  until  the  nineteen  thirties  when  James  G.  Macallister  claimed  he  could  trace  35  pieces. 
No  one  else  has  attempted  a  more  recent  census,  but  Breen  believed  that  35-45  were  extant.  Of  major  significance  about  the  1802,  besides  its  rarity,  is  its  extreme¬ 
ly  rarity  in  high  grade.  None  are  known  in  mint  state,  only  two  are  believed  to  grade  as  high  as  About  Uncirculated,  five  more  are  Extremely  Fine,  four  others  are 
in  Very  Fine,  and  the  remaining  two  or  three  dozen  in  low  grade  with  a  particularly  large  clustering  in  the  Fair  to  Very  Good  range.  The  rarity  of  the  1802  is 
therefore  assured. 

The  present  historic  Atwater  offering  is  deeply  toned  in  shades  of  cobalt-blue,  rose,  and  golden-gray.  Devices  are  a  bit  irregular,  this  apparently  being  a  hallmark 
of  the  date  as  evidenced  by  the  Breen  and  Valentine  plate  coins.  On  the  obverse,  the  stars  on  the  left  are  weak  as  are  the  lowest  hair  curls.  On  the  reverse,  stars  2, 
3,  and  8  are  nonexistent.  Otherwise,  the  hair  curls  on  Liberty  are  well  defined  as  are  the  feathers  on  the  wings  of  the  eagle.  The  profile  of  Liberty  is  machine  dou¬ 
bled  and  there  are  several  shallow  pin  scratches  in  the  right  obverse  field,  also  an  oval  shaped  planchet  void  on  the  breast  of  Liberty.  On  the  reverse,  a  long  scratch 
runs  diagonally  across  the  shield.  This  coin  has  been  held  in  major  collections  for  the  better  part  of  a  century,  and  we  are  pleased  to  offer  such  an  important  and 
impressive  “provenanced”  example  of  this  major  rarity  in  U.S.  numismatics .

As  with  half  dollars,  the  reason 
for  tiny  quarter-dollar  mintage  is  primarily  the  fatally  stupid 
Bland-Allison  Act  of  Feb.  28,  1878.  This  mandated  coinages  of 
silver  dollars  so  immense  as  to  monopolize  the  Mint’s  equipment, 
from  bullion  bought  at  artificially  inflated  prices;  a  frank  subsidy 
whose  sole  purpose  was  to  enrich  owners  of  Western  silver  mines. 
Dollar-coinage  quotas  were  so  large  that  there  was  no  time  to  pre¬ 
pare  enough  dies  for  smaller  denominations,  nor  could  bullion  be 
bought  for  the  latter;  nor  could  any  dollars  be  melted  down  for 
recoinage  into  smaller  denominations.  While  silver  dollars 
clogged  Treasury  vaults  and  banks,  stores  and  employers  suffered 
from  a  shortage  of  smaller  silver  coins,  and  vain  protests  flooded 
the  Mint  Bureau  until  1892.”

As  seems  plain,  there  must  have  been  a  reason  to  have  specially  struck  Proof  half  dollars  in  1818.  They  were  certainly  not  issued  as  part  of  full  sets  that  year, 
but  on  an  individual  basis.  The  half  dollar  was  the  largest  silver  coin  being  minted  at  the  tie,  and  perhaps  a  search  of  newspapers  of  the  year  will  yield  a  clue 
such  as  a  ceremony  in  which  they  could  have  been  used. 

Breen  listed  four  Proofs  of  0-113;  however,  this  may  include  duplicate  listings  of  the  same  coin  since  the  records  are  mostly  from  historical  catalog  entries,  the 
coins  for  which  were  not  personally  examined  by  Breen.  It  has  been  our  experience,  and  that  of  the  other  major  auction  houses  and  long-time  dealers,  that  the 
majority  of  Capped  Bust  halves  described  as  Proofs  decades  ago  are,  upon  inspection  of  the  actual  coins  today,  not  Proofs  at  all,  but  are  either  polished,  toned 
business  strikes  or  are  prooflike  business  strikes  from  new  dies,  making  this  true  1818  Proof  a  great  rarity  indeed!

“Not  only  is  this  one  of  the  most  important  coins  from  the  James  Bennett  Pryor  Collection  sale,  it  is  also  one  of  the  greatest  and  most  desirable  rarities  to  be  sold 
in  our  generation.

PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  More  boldly  struck  at  the  center 
shield  than  most  of  the  few  known  examples,  and  therefore  a  very 
respectable  example  of  this  oddity.  The  maker,  coin  dealer  J.  W. 
Scott,  claimed  he  used  genuine  1861-0  half  dollars  for  his 
planchets  which  he  then  struck  using  the  original  CSA  reverse  die 
he  owned.  Uncirculated  examples  are  very  scarce. 

Struck  using  the  reverse  die  from  the  Confederate  issue.  Undipped 
and  attractive,  with  toning  that  shades  from  russet  brown  to  medi¬ 
um  gray  and  pewter. 

In  1879  coin  dealer  J.  W.  Scott  came  into  possession  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  reverse  die  used  to  strike  the  four  original  1861  Confederate 
Half  Dollars,  at  which  time  an  authentic  1861 -dated  Liberty  Seat¬ 
ed  obverse  was  mated  with  it.  In  1879,  Scott  issued  an  1861  Con¬ 
federate  Half  Dollar  “restrike”  using  genuine  1861-0  New  Orleans 
mint  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dollars  as  his  planchets.  Planing  off  the 
reverse,  he  put  them  in  a  collar  and  stamped  them  with  the  Con¬ 
federate  reverse,  thus  creating  a  coin  similar  to  the  four  original 
Confederate  Half  Dollars.  They  are  easily  differentiated  as  the 
obverse  of  the  coin  was  flattened  during  the  striking  process  on 
Scott’s  pieces,  and  the  edge  reeding,  because  it  was  squeezed  by  the 
plain  collar,  also  shows  flattening. 

The  resulting  restrikes  were  sold  by  subscription,  with  the  issue 
soon  touted  as  being  oversubscribed  (which  it  wasn’t).  Numerous 
pieces  remained  unsold  and  it  was  not  until  many  years  later  that 
the  final  coin  left  Scott’s  possession. 

In  the  years  since,  the  1861  Scott  restrike  has  become  a  sought-after 
treasure,  furnishing  as  it  does  an  roundabout  link  with  the  Con¬ 
federacy.  Of  the  500  restruck,  most  survive  today,  although  a  few 
may  have  been  lost. 

The  majority  come  lightly  struck  in  portions  of  the  reverse,  with 
the  Mint  State  63  offered  in  this  lot  sharper  than  average,  much 
sharper  in  fact;  the  obverse  or  seated  Liberty  side  is  always  flattened, 
but  varies  in  detail  depending  on  the  quality  of  the  original  1861- 
O  Half  Dollar  used  to  do  the  restriking.  Scott  avowed  that  500  had 
been  taken  from  circulation  and  thus  they  were  in  varying  states  of 
wear,  mostly  Extremely  Fine  or  About  Uncirculated  from  what  we 
have  seen .

The  Coinage  Act  of  1792  authorized  a  silver  coin  of  such  size  and  markings  as  would  give  honor  to  the  issuing  authority,  the  new  United  States  of  America. 
“Statute  One,”  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  authorized  coinage  of  silver  dollars  at  the  weight  of  416  grains  and  the  awkward  fineness  of  1,485/1,664  silver, 
179/1,664  copper.  The  coins  were  supposed  to  pass  at  par  with  Spanish  and  Mexican  dollars  (the  international  trade  coin  of  the  day),  though  the  primitive  assay¬ 
ing  methods  available  at  the  time  prevented  authorities  from  learning  the  true  Spanish  standard,  which  was  65/72  silver,  7/72  copper  =  902  7/9  Fine  (compared 
to  the  Philadelphia  Mint’s  892.43+  Fine).  But  because  Spanish  and  Mexican  dollars  remained  legal  tender  at  par  with  those  coined  by  federal  authority,  worn 
Mexican  and  South  American  “pieces  of  eight”  circulated  preferentially.  Little  bullion  was  brought  in  for  coinage  into  United  States  dollars,  and  only  a  fraction 
of  those  reached  circulation. 


Silver  dollars  of  1794  with  Liberty  decked  out  in  flowing  hair,  were  from  a  single  pair  of  dies  cut  by  Robert  Scot,  hired  in  November  1793  as  Engraver  on  the 
basis  of  his  work  on  bank-note  plates.  The  head  copies  that  on  his  1794  cents,  but  without  the  Liberty  cap. 

The  peculiar  mintage  figure  of  1,758  is  believed  to  represent  the  acceptable  remainder  of  (probably)  2,000  coined  on  Oct.  15,  1794,  the  residue  (242?)  being 

rejected  as  too  weak,  and  retained  in  the  Coiner’s  Vault  for  subsequent  use  as  planchets .

Silver  Dollars  circulated  very  little,  except  in  California  where 
they  were  shipped  beginning  in  1854  as  there  was  a  great  need  for 
small  change.  Return  shipments  of  immense  quantities  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  gold  forced  down  the  world  price  of  gold  valued  in  silver 
dollars,  raising  the  price  of  silver  versus  gold  dollars  to  a  level 
which  made  silver  dollars  worth  over  face  value  in  bullion. 
Depositors  thereafter  hoarded  silver,  sending  little  to  the  Mint  for 
coinage.  Bullion  dealers  and  speculators  exported  many  coins  and 
melted  many  more,  especially  during  the  years  1850-53.  Mintage 
of  1851-52  for  circulation  were  very  limited,  and  as  early  as  1858 
Mint  employees  and  the  collectors  begging  for  specimens  recog¬ 
nized  that  these  dates  were  already  rare;  for  which  reason  proof 
restrikes  followed.

Silver  Dollars  had  never  been  popular  with  Easterners,  who  had  stubbornly  refused  to  lug  such  unwieldy  coins  around  with  them  in  their  pockets  and  change 
purses.  And  yet,  the  Mint  kept  right  on  striking  them.  That  is,  they  were  made  annually  until  1873,  when  Congress  passed  the  Act  of  1873  demonetizing  Sil¬ 
ver  Dollars  (at  the  time,  Gobrecht’s  modified  Seated  Liberty  design).  In  their  place,  a  new  Trade  Dollar  was  substituted.  The  Trade  Dollar  was  meant  to  circu¬ 
late  in  the  Far  East,  specifically  in  the  China  trade,  which  then  was  burgeoning,  and  it  was  meant  to  compete  directly  with  the  Mexican  silver  Peso.. 


However,  quick-witted  Americans  soon  began  to  buy  them  up  at  their  bullion  value.  (Since  Trade  Dollars  had  never  been  monetized  they  could  not  technical¬ 
ly  be  used  in  circulation  in  the  States.)  These  were  then  resold  to  jobbers  who  turned  around  and  wholesaled  them  to  employers.  The  employers  foisted  them 
off  on  their  unsuspecting  employees,  making  a  small,  but  useful  profit  on  the  transaction!  Imagine  the  stink  that  would  arise  if  your  employer  were  to  pay  your 
wages  in,  say,  unspendable  Canadian  dollars,  and  you  get  some  idea  of  the  controversy  that  arose  when  US  Trade  Dollars  appeared  in  circulation.  Congress  final¬ 
ly  resolved  the  mess  in  1887  when  it  canceled  the  issue’s  authorization  and  ceased  production.  The  damage,  however,  had  already  been  done.

The  new  coins  at  first  were  to  be  known  as  “Commercial  Dollars,” 
after  a  letter  by  John  Jay  Knox,  Comptroller  of  the  Currency,  to 
Secretary  of  Treasury  George  S.  Boutwell,  but  later  took  the  name 
ofTrade  Dollars .

Just  imagine:  Bags  of  Uncirculated  1886-S,  1888-S,  1889-S,  1895-S, 
and  1896-S  Dollars.  Redfield  did  not  seem  to  take  any  special  precautions 
about  storing  his  loot.  It  seems  that  he  just  threw  the  bags  into  the  basement. 
He  evidently  also  hoarded  food,  including  cases  of  canned  peaches.  Some  of 
these  cases  leaked  so  if  you  ever  see  a  Silver  Dollar  that  has  what  looks  like 
peach  stains,  usually  seen  on  S-mint  Peace  Dollars,  it  could  very  well  be  one 
from  the  Redfield  Hoard. 

When  the  reclusive  Redfield  died  in  1974,  he  left,  in  addition  to  his  Dollars 
an  estate  valued  at  approximately  $100  million.  His  Silver  Dollar  Hoard  was 
purchased  by  Steve  Markoff  of  A-Mark  Coin  Company  in  1976  for  the  then 
astounding  price  of  $7.3  million.  The  dollars  were  marketed  by  Paramount 
International  Coin  Corp.  whose  holders  were  labeled  MS60  and  MS65. 
Some  holders  were  inscribed  “A  Silver  Dollar  from  The  Redfield  Collection  ’ 
and  some  were  labeled  “US  Silver  Dollar,  Paramount  International  Coin 
Corp.”  without  the  reference  to  Redfield.  To  this  day  it  is  still  possible, 
though  becoming  difficult,  to  find  Silver  Dollars  in  the  distinctive  maroon 

colored  Paramount  “Redfield  Dollar’’  holders .

The  first  5,006  halves  struck  bore  a  five-pointed  star  incused  into 
the  right  obverse  field  above  the  N  in  GRANT.  They  were  sold 
beginning  in  April  1922  for  $1  each,  to  help  defray  the  costs  of 
community  buildings  in  Brown  County  and  Clermont  County, 
Ohio,  designated  as  memorials  to  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  and  a  five  mile 
length  of  highway,  also  in  Clermont  County.  Following  the  initial 
release,  around  95,000  more  were  struck  without  the  star.  Even 
though  sales  were  brisk,  the  entire  quantity  was  not  sold,  resulting 
in  750  half  dollars,  with  star,  and  27,650,  without  star,  being 
returned  to  the  Mint  and  melted. 

The  appearance  of  this  coin  is  an  occasion  for  the  specialists.  Very 
few  Grant  commemorative  halves,  with  star,  survive  in  this  superla¬ 
tive  condition.  When  sold,  most  went  to  locals  who  had  little  or  no 
interest  in  the  coin  collecting,  but  purchased  examples  to  support 
the  charitable  cause.  Mishandling  is  commonplace,  and  poor  stor¬ 
age  has  taken  its  toll  on  the  visual  appeal  of  most.  Somehow,  this 
miraculous  coin  escaped  the  elements,  and  remains  absolutely  pris¬ 
tine.

For  the  reverse,  the  artists  depicted  the  New  Netherland  bound  for 
America.  The  M  on  Coligny’s  shoulder  is  Morgans  initial,  Morgan  having 
prepared  the  original  dies.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  struck  a  total  of  142,000 
Huguenots.  The  issue  was  sold  to  the  public  at  $1;  however,  the  55,000  that 
remained  unsold  afterwards  were  released  into  circulation,  thus  accounting 

for  the  number  of  worn  specimens  of  this  type .

The  city  of  Hudson,  New  York  was  founded  in  1785  and  the  obverse,  by 
Chester  Beach,  depicts  Henry  Hudson’s  ship  the  Half  Moon.  On  the  obverse, 
King  Neptune  straddles  a  spouting  whale  hind  end  foremost,  while  a  triton 
blows  a  conch  shell  in  the  background.  There  were  10,000  coins  struck,  all 
sold  on  behalf  of  the  “Hudson  Sesquicentennial  Committee”  which  probably 
consisted  of  the  mayor  and  city  fathers.  These  were  supposed  to  be  sold  to 
the  public  for  $  1  apiece,  but  most  ended  up  in  hoards  that  speculators  later 
released  in  small  quantities  at  much  higher  prices  during  the  1935-6  Com¬ 
memorative  boom.  (For  trivia  buffs,  the  Hudson  is  the  only  Commemorative 
that  had  a  larger  total  mintage  than  the  population  of  the  city  being  com¬ 
memorated.  Hudsons  1980  population  was  7,986!)  .

The  obverse  fea¬ 
tures  a  frontiersman;  some  have  claimed  it  represents  Daniel 
Boone,  but  Boone  had  died  in  1820  at  the  ripe  age  of  86.  The  dates 
1821-1921  refer  to  the  centennial  of  Missouri's  admission  into  the 
Union  as  the  24th  state.  A  portion  of  the  issue  has  a  small  “2x4”  in 
the  field  in  front  of  the  bust.  There  are  also  24  stars  on  the  reverse, 
with  obvious  connotations.  Walter  Breen,  in  his  encyclopedia  on 
the  series,  described  the  reverse  motif  as  follows:  “A  white  fron¬ 
tiersman  with  rifle  and  powderhorn  (apparently  on  the  old  theory 
that  ‘the  only  good  Injun  is  a  dead  Injun’)  appears  to  be  sending 
away  the  Indian,  whose  shield  and  peace  pipe  are  mere  impedi¬ 
menta.”  Net  mintage  was:  with  2x4,  5,000;  plain,  15,400 .

For  aluminum  was 
right  up  there  with  gold  and  platinum  as  one  of  the  precious  metals.  It 
retained  this  status  until  metallurgists  found  a  way  to  smelt  it  in  quantity.  As 
a  consequence,  the  US.  mint  struck  only  limited  numbers  of  aluminum  pat¬ 
terns  and  die  trial  pieces  each  year,  often  Rarity-6  or  Rarity-7  items.  (In 
1889,  man’s  technology  finally  caught  up  with  his  need  for  large  quantities 
of  this  miracle  light  metal;  prices  plummeted  and  aluminum  was  soon  being 
used  to  make  tokens,  medals,  promotional  badges,  inflation  coins  by  the  jil- 

lion,  and  all  sorts  of  other  flimsy  doodads .

In  effect,  it  was  hoped  underweight  money 
could  be  used  to  replace  the  hodgepodge  of  Fractional  Currency  then  clog¬ 
ging  the  streams  of  trade.  Why  reduce  the  weight?  The  belief  was  that  this 
would  discourage  hoarding  and  exportation  as  was  occurring  to  our  regular 
issues  then  being  struck  and  yet  discharge  the  functions  of  full  weight  money 
without  causing  social  friction.  This  theory  never  made  it  into  practice;  by 
1878,  gold  had  returned  to  par  against  paper  money  and  small  change  once 
again  streamed  into  the  country  as  the  squeeze  abated.  We  finally  arrived  at 
a  true  token  money  in  America  in  1965-8  when  the  last  precious  metal  silver 
coins  went  out  of  production.  Todays  sandwich  metal  is  the  ultimate  heir  to 
this  STANDARD  SILVER  proposal. .  .  .

Devices  are  needle-sharp;  there  being  some  random 
hairlines  on  either  side  and  light  signs  of  contact  disturbing  what 
would  otherwise  be  a  watery  smooth  surface.  For  rhe  collector  of 
means  who  would  rather  have  a  boldly  struck  Proof  over  a  more 
typically  made  (often  weak)  business  strike  in  Mint  State,  we 
heartily  recommend  a  bid  on  this  attractive  Proof.  Coin  is  housed 
in  NGC  holder  593916-001  and  is  one  of  only  a  few  ever  offered 
for  sale  at  auction .

To  judge  from  available  Archives 
records,  and  here  we  are  quoting  from  the  Breen  encyclopedia, 
“they  were  ordered  on  whim  by  a  few  local  banks  (principally  the 
Bank  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Bank  of  the  United  States);  to  judge 
from  the  condition  of  survivors,  they  spent  most  of  their  time  in 
vaults.  Between  1803  and  1833,  the  Mint’s  major  output  consisted 
of  cents,  half  dollars,  and  half  eagles;  all  other  denominations  had 
a  kind  of  poor  relative  status  —  seldom  called  for,  few  made,  little 
welcome.”  .

for  imports,  a  vital  supply  for  the  primarily  agricultural  America  of  early  19th  century.  Hence,  the  rarity  of  this  1808  $2.50 .

They  then  proceeded  to  load  the 
pistols  in  each  other’s  presence,  after  which  the  parties  took  their  stations. 
The  gentleman  who  was  to  give  the  word. ..then  asked  if  they  were  prepared; 
being  answered  in  the  affirmative,  he  gave  the  word  ’present’  as  was  agreed 
on,  and  both  parties  presented  and  fired  in  succession  —  the  intervening 
time  is  not  expressed,  as  the  seconds  do  not  precisely  agree  on  that  point.

The  1 929  five-dollar  gold  piece  is  a  well  known  twentieth  century 
rarity,  which  until  1 944  was  shrugged  off  by  collectors  as  a  com¬ 
mon  date,  evidently  influenced  by  a  reported  mintage  of  662,000 
pieces,  even  though  no  one  happened  to  have  one.  Eye  were  opened 
during  a  March  1944  coin  auction  when  an  example  estimated  to 
be  worth  $25  realized  a  staggering  $225.  Then  in  December  1944, 
another  example  sold  at  auction  for  $375.  And  in  post- World  War 
II  numismatic  circles  prices  continued  to  escalate  as  more  examples 
surfaced.  At  the  time,  most  came  from  the  same  source  or  two, 
who  apparently  had  procured  a  few  original  rolls  before  the  entire 
mintage  was  melted,  which  is  the  theory  most  accepted  today  as  the 
reason  for  their  rarity,  and  distributed  them  judiciously  so  as  not  to 
flood  the  market.  The  total  census,  PCGS  and  NGC  combined, 
now  numbers  around  350  pieces,  and  of  course,  some  of  those  are 
cross-overs  and  resubmissions  which  distort  the  actual  certified 
quantity  somewhat.  Mint  State  62  to  64  examples  are  most  often 
seen,  with  a  few  Gem  examples  certified  and  a  few  “sliders”  out 
there,  probably  as  a  result  of  mishandling  rather  than  time  in  actu¬ 
al  circulation .

50.  Only  the  “small  eagle”  variety  occurs  this  year  (compare  with 
the  1795  Half  Eagle  denomination,  where  both  a  small  eagle  and  a 
heraldic  eagle  were  minted).  Light  marks  in  the  surface,  most 
noticeable  in  the  field  in  front  of  the  face,  near  the  tip  of  the  bust, 
and  behind  the  lower  hair  curls.  The  reverse  is  much  cleaner  than 
average  and  quite  pleasing  in  its  dusky  orange  cloak  of  toning.

Mintage  of  only  three  denominations  —  the  dime,  the  silver  dol¬ 
lar,  and  the  10-dollar  coin  officially  called  the  eagle  —  sufficed  to 
commit  American  coinage  firmly  to  the  decimal  system;  and  for 
years  it  seemed  that  coinage  of  these  denominations  had  no  other 
purpose,  as  they  enjoyed  little  demand  and  less  circulation.  Cents, 
of  course,  were  always  needed,  while  demand  from  commerce  and 
trade  centered  on  the  half  eagle,  leaving  the  lowly  $10  “Eagle”  the 
nation’s  premier  gold  coin,  something  of  a  wallflower  in  the  dance 
of  nations.  This  explains,  in  part,  why  mintage  in  1795  comprised 
a  meager  5,583  pieces!  Of  those,  the  majority  have  13  leaves  in  the 
palm  Branch  clasped  in  the  eagle’s  claws.  One  die  variety  only  has 
9  leaves  below  the  eagle  and  is  exceedingly  rare! 


The  mint’s  engraver  Robert  Scot  completed  four  pairs  of  dies  for 
1795  coins,  but  only  three  reverses  went  into  use,  the  fourth  being 
saved  for  1796  97  issues.  Their  palm  branch  was  an  oblique 
heraldic  reference  to  the  southern  homeland  of  Mint  Director 
DeSaussure  (possibly  also  to  Gen.  Washington).  Most  survivors 
show  13  leaves  on  the  branch;  the  third  reverse  has  only  nine,  the 
fourth  (the  1796  97  die)  1 1.  Out  of  the  [5,583]  coined  between 
Sept.  22,  1795,  and  March  30,  1796,  approximately  3%  survive, 
mostly  VF  to  AU  with  possibly  twenty  of  this  “9  leaves”  variety, 
some  prooflike .

holder.  Luster  is  subdued  a  bit  as  a  result  of  an  ancient  cleaning,  and  now 
casts  a  pleasing  sunset  and  olive  iridescent  glow,  most  pronounced  around  the 
lettering  and  devices.  There  are  no  detracting  contact  marks  and  hairlines  are 
minimal.  A  few  light  adjust  marks  can  be  found  on  the  reverse  crossing  the 
vertical  lines  of  the  shield,  and  a  few  more  a  evident  at  10  to  11  o’clock  on 
the  rim,  lightly  intruding  upon  the  surface  and  into  STATE.  Such  adjust¬ 
ment  marks  are  commonplace  on  early  gold,  particularly  the  ten  dollar 
denomination,  and  seldom  found  otherwise.  Fortunately,  they  are  compara¬ 
tively  unobtrusive  on  this  coin.

4864  1907  High  Relief.  Roman  Numerals  [MCMVII].  Knife  Rim.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  64.  Also  called  a  “wire  rim”,  this  results  from  the  extreme  pressure  that 

is  required  to  impart  the  design  from  the  dies  to  the  golden  planchet.  With  up  to  five  blows  by  the  die  needed,  according  to  mint  records,  some  of  the  metal 
escapes  the  confines  of  the  three-part  restraining  collar  and  squeezes  up  between  the  collar  and  the  descending  die,  causing  this  sharp  edge.  The  mint  terms  it  a 
“fin”;  and  most  1907  High  Reliefs  show  either  partial  or  complete  raised  fin  on  each  side. 

Of  course,  the  rest  of  the  design  is  also  boldly  impressed.  Indeed,  this  is  one  of  the  handsomest  Mint  State  64  examples  we  have  been  pleased  to  offer,  with  sur¬ 
faces  smooth,  satiny,  virtually  mark  free.  Spotless  originality  in  a  Saint-Gaudens  twenty  dollar  gold  coin.  Mintage:  1 1,250 . .

As  was  true  of  the  1907  Indian  designs  for  the  $10  gold,  the  present  piece  was  the  result  ofTheodore  Rooseveltfs  orchestration  with  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens, 
Americais  most  celebrated  sculptor  at  the  time.  It  was  originally  proposed  that  the  entire  spectrum  of  American  coinage  would  be  redesigned,  from  the  lowly 
One-cent  piece  through  the  Double  Eagle.  In  correspondence,  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  felt  that  the  1857  Flying  Eagle  Cent  was  the  finest  motif  found  on  any 
American  coin.  It  is  interesting  to  learn  that  this  same  motif  he  used  on  the  Double  Eagle  offered  here. 

Throughout  early  1907,  designs  for  the  new  $20  were  prepared,  and  eventually  chosen  was  the  standing  Liberty  motif  earlier  used  on  the  1903  Sherman  Mon¬ 
ument  now  on  view  in  New  York  City  at  Central  Park  South  and  Fifth  Avenue. 

Giving  his  artistic  expression  full  rein,  the  sculptor  expressed  the  date  in  Roman  numerals,  MCMVII  —  a  first  on  an  American  coin  design  —  and  the  designs 
themselves  in  sculpture-like  high  relief.  The  Mintls  staff  objected  forcefully,  as  those  in  Philadelphia  felt  that  coinage  designs  were  their  baliwick  and  it  was  not 
fair  for  President  Roosevelt  to  enlist  the  aid  of  an  outsider  to  create  new  models.  Apart  from  that,  the  engraving  department  at  the  Mint  made  it  clear  that  Saint- 
Gaudensi  idea  of  producing  a  circulating  coinage  in  high  relief  was  impractical,  for  such  would  require  multiple  blows  on  a  special  press  and  would  not  be  suit' 
able  for  high-speed  production.

It  has  been  said  the 
press  operator  had  to  strike  each  coin  with  five  blows  from  the  dies  to  render 
the  design  in  its  full  height  and  sharpness!  This  explains  why  there  were  only

Gold  dollar  mintage  was  10,016,  of  which  the  first  5,000  bore  an  incused 
five-pointed  star  on  the  obverse,  above  N  in  GRANT  and  the  last  5,016  did 
not.  Conventional  wisdom  dictated  that  if  the  celebration’s  promoters,  The 
Ulysses  S.  Grant  Centenary  Memorial  Association,  produced  two  different 
varieties,  they  would  sell  more  coins.  While  such  a  tactic  was  not  successful 
on  all  commemorative  coinage,  the  concept  worked  in  this  instance,  for  the 
entire  mintage  of  gold  dollars  did  sell.  The  same  concept  was  used  to  market 
the  half  dollars,  and  over  28,000,  representing  both  varieties,  were  returned 
to  the  Mint  for  melting.  The  “With  Star”  gold  dollars  commanded  $3.50 
each,  while  the  variety  without  a  star  sold  for  $3.  The  sale  of  half  dollars  and 
gold  dollars  helped  finance  two  memorial  buildings  and  a  five  mile  stretch  of 

highway  in  Ohio,  honoring  President  Grant’s  achievements .

Octagonal.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Barring  the  unofficial 
California  territorials  struck  on  an  eight-sided  planchet,  this  is  the 
first  Federal  coin  made  in  this  format.  A  classy  looking  coin  weigh¬ 
ing  a  full  two-and-one-half  ounces,  this  sharp  Mint  State  64  has 
especially  vibrant  luster  that  catches  the  eye  even  when  held  at  arm’s 
length.  But  it’s  up  close  where  its  amazing  beauty  really  shows  itself. 
The  design  is,  as  the  picture  shows,  highly  creative,  with  a  helmet- 
ed  Minerva  on  the  obverse  surrounded  by  the  statutory  legends  and 
eight  dolphins  in  the  spaces  at  the  corners  of  this  eight-sided 
design.  Minerva  was  the  ancient  Greek  goddess  of  the  harvest, 
among  other  things.  She  is  paired  with  an  owl  set  amongst  pine 
cones  and  pine  branches  on  the  reverse.  The  same  eight  dolphins 
fill  in  the  spaces  in  what  would  otherwise  be  a  plain  border.  (On 
the  round  $50  Pan-Pacs,  there  is  no  room  for  the  dolphins,  which, 
in  a  way,  creates  a  second  Type  outside  of  the  octagonal  vs.  round 
format). 

Imagine  the  advances  in  technology  which  had  to  be  overcome 
before  these  massive  2-1/2  ounce  gold  pieces  could  be  minted.  The 
Philadelphia  Mint’s  fourteen-ton  medal  press  was  shipped  by  train 
and  set  up  at  the  San  Francisco  facility  for  the  striking  ceremonies 
for  the  Panama-Pacific  $50  gold  pieces.  It  is  claimed  this  press 
could  strike  a  coin  with  a  pressure  of  450  tons  per  square  inch.  By 
comparison,  Morgan  Silver  Dollars  required  no  more  than  150 
tons  of  force.  This  medal  press  struck  1,500  of  each  $50  gold  piece, 
for  a  total  3,000  coins  or  nearly  7,500  ounces  (value  today  at  $300 
an  ounce  =  nearly  one  Enron  executive’s  annual  salary).  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  there  were  few  takers  at  the  $100-per-coin  asking  price  and 
so  only  645  Octagonal  and  483  Round  ‘fifties  were  sold.  The  over¬ 
age  was  melted .

4902  1855  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  $50.  Kagin-9.  Housed  in  a  PCI  “Red”  holder  graded  “EF40  Repaired.”  The  fields  on  this  coin  have  been  heavily  tooled,  show¬ 

ing  many  fine,  swirling  lines  etched  into  the  surface  on  both  sides.  Surface  texture  is  quite  uneven  and  irregular,  due  to  the  harshness  of  the  tooling  effort.  Why 
the  surfaces  were  so  heavily  altered  is  not  apparent,  but  there  is  no  remaining  evidence  of  graffiti,  if  that  was,  in  fact,  the  reason  for  the  extreme  tooling  proce¬ 
dure.  Color  is  an  even  shade  of  medium  gold.  Special  care  was  obviously  taken  when  the  work  was  being  performed  on  this  coin,  not  to  disturb  the  engraved  fea¬ 
tures,  which  remain  bold,  with  some  reengraving  apparent. 

Wass,  Molitor  &  Co.  was  one  of  San  Francisco’s  most  prominent  issuers  of  private  gold  coinage.  Hungarian  immigrants,  S.C.  Wass  and  A.P.  Molitor  set  up  an 
assay  office  in  1851.  They  quickly  established  a  reputation  for  integrity  and  reliability.  By  1852,  they  were  striking  their  own  coinage  in  denominations  of  $5, 
$10  and  $20,  of  unquestioned  gold  purity  and  weight,  and  their  coins  circulated  freely  during  the  California  gold  rush  era.  Following  the  establishment  of  the 
United  States  Assay  Office  in  1853,  Wass,  Molitor  stopped  issuing  coins,  but  continued  their  private  assaying  business.  Difficulties  within  the  federal  workings 
of  the  U.S.  Assay  Office  and  the  new  branch  mint  in  San  Francisco  resulted  in  a  shortage  of  gold  coinage  during  1854-1855,  at  which  time  Wass,  Molitor  &  Co. 
were  again  called  upon  to  strike  coinage  to  help  alleviate  the  problem.  In  1855,  the  firm  struck  $10,  $20  and  $50  denominations.  A  year  or  so  later,  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Mint  was  well  established  and  supplied,  eliminating  the  need  for  privately  minted  coinage,  altogether.  During  the  late  1850s,  most  of  Wass’s  coinage,  as  well 
as,  gold  from  other  private  minters  of  the  gold  rush  era,  were  melted  down,  with  most  the  recycled  gold  used  to  strike  coinage  at  Mint.  Only  an  estimated  60-70 
examples  of  this  coveted  high  denomination  private  issue  survive  today. 

In  spite  of  its  significantly  defective  planchet,  this  classic  Pioneer  gold  piece  is  a  monumental  offering  for  specialists  for  a  couple  of  reasons.  First  and  foremost  is 
the  fact  that  examples  in  any  state  of  preservation  are  very  rare  and  seldom  offered  for  sale.  Secondly,  the  fact  that  this  specimen  is  defective  does  not  diminish  its 
historical  significance  and  collectors  appeal.  Virtually  all  are  heavily  dented,  nicked,  scratched  or  subject  to  other  damage.  Many  are  impounded  or  held  in  strong 
hands  and  may  not  be  sold  for  anytime  soon.  Consequently,  astute  collectors  of  this  highly  specialized  series  welcome  the  opportunity  to  obtain  a  rough  exam¬ 
ple  at  a  discount  to  the  cost  of  a  relatively  problem-free  specimen  exhibiting  the  same  detail,  but  achieving  a  higher  technical  grade.  For  many  collectors  the 

appearance  of  this  coin  is  a  chance  of  a  lifetime,  and  it  is  sure  to  elicit  considerable  attention,  as  such .
